Republicans tried mightily Sunday to make a politi- 
cal flash point out of President Obama’s defense of 
plans to build an Islamic center and mosque near 
ground zero in New York. 

On talk shows spanning the network and cable 
spectrum, GOP politicians and pundits insisted 
that Obama was insensitive to those who lost loved 
ones in the Sept. 11, 2001, terror attacks when he en- 
tered the debate on the issue with a White House 
speech marking the start of Ramadan, the Islamic 
holy month. 

Some predicted political repercussions for Dem- 
ocrats in November’s congressional election, even 
though they agreed with Obama that freedom of 
religion is a vital part of American democracy. 

Republican strategist Ed Rollins, a senior politi- 
cal contributor to CNN, summed up the GOP per- 
spective. 

“Intellectually, the president may be right, but 
this is an emotional issue, and people who lost kids, 
brothers, sisters, fathers, what have you, do not 
want that mosque in New York, and it’s going to be

“You know, we see an awful lot of Republicans go- 
ing out and saying we’ve got to respect the Constitu- 
tion, and that means we have to respect it,” Kaine 
said.

Poll: Chicago split on legalizing gay marriage

Robert Young has a clear opinion on whether 
same-sex marriages should be legalized in Il- 
linois, or anywhere else: “I think it’s wrong, 
but I don’t want to force my morality on 
other people. I think that’s not my position to 
judge. That’s somebody else’s job.” 

Young, of Oak Lawn, says his opinions on ho- 
mosexuality are grounded in his Christian faith, 
but his willingness to support gay marriage 


puts him in the minority among Chicago-area 
suburbanites. In a recent Tribune/WGN poll, 
46 percent of suburban residents said they op- 
pose legalizing same-sex marriage, while 40 per- 
cent approve and 14 percent have no opinion. 
When asked their opinions on civil 
unions —which would provide same-sex cou- 
ples with many of the same legal rights as mar- 
riage—the results switch: 54 percent of sub- 
urban residents favor legalizing same-sex civil 


unions, compared with 33 percent who would 
oppose such a law. When city residents are 
included, the results remain nearly the same. 
The poll shows that the Chicago area falls 
largely in line with national opinions on gay 
marriage, an issue that has received consid- 
erable attention lately after a federal judge 
in California declared that state’s ban on gay 
marriage unconstitutional. Same-sex mar- 
riages may resume soon in California, and the 


judge’s decision is expected to make its way to 
the US. Supreme Court. 

The overall opinion on legalizing same-sex 
marriage, when city respondents are factored 
in, is split: 42 percent oppose it, 42 percent 
support it and 15 percent have no opinion. 
The Market Shares Corp. telephone poll of 
800 male and female heads of household from 
the six-county Chicago area has a margin of 
error of plus or minus 3.5 percentage points.

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Giving religious 
tolerance atest 


Intolerance is such a funny thing because people generally are tolerant 
right up until the moment something frightens or inconveniences 
them. 

I’m staying in New York, where the controversy over building the 
Cordoba House, an Islamic center near ground zero, recently got even 
more interesting when conservative pundit Greg Gutfeld said he’d 
lined up investors to open a gay bar nearby. The bar would include 
a Muslim-friendly floor without alcohol and remain open 24 hours 
“to accommodate men who would rather keep their sexuality under 
wraps—but still want to dance.” Gutfeld said he wants to know if the 
“Mosque-teers,” as he calls them, would welcome his Islamic gay bar 
next to their center. 

It’s an inspired idea, but it says more about the paradox of “religious 
tolerance” —be it Christian, Jew or Muslim—than it does about Islam 
specifically. 

Religious tolerance is tricky because any religion, by its very nature, 
is an exercise in intolerance. For instance, they all are less than toler- 
ant of me just because I find it highly improbable that there’s a man 
in the sky who watches me all the time to determine whether I should 
be eternally punished or rewarded (and rewarded in a way that sounds 
much less interesting than what I do on any given Saturday night). 

Islam isn’t the only faith guilty of asking for the acceptance it will 
not provide others, but it makes for the easiest example. 

Because the only thing sillier than stirring up Islamaphobia over 
a mosque in a city teeming with Muslims who contribute to its 
economy, vibrancy and go-along, get-along attitude is threatening to 
kill someone for drawing a picture. 

Obviously, I refer to the fact that I might one day write the word 
“Muhammad?” and then get bored and doodle a snowman in the mar- 
gin without thinking. 

I wish that in 2006 when the Danish cartoon controversy raged 
over the depiction of the Prophet, the American media had not 
cowered in abject fear and had reprinted the cartoon in every possible 
venue. Then we wouldn’t have to fear for the creators of “South Park.” 
Believe me, I would do something about this myself, but I enjoy my 
soft organs too much. 

That’s why opening a gay bar by an Islamic center is sooo fair game. 

I believe quite passionately in religious pluralism, that calling the 
US. a “Christian nation” is tantamount to the same kind of religious 
bigotry many of our ancestors fled Europe for in the first place and 
that Muslims have as much of a right to build mosques in their com- 
munities as Methodists have to build churches in theirs. 

But if that’s the case, and we are to tolerate all faiths —which I want 
to do because they’re all full of really nice people, many of whom I’m 
related to or friends with (Hi, guys!)—then religions have to learn the 
lesson as well and stop demonizing other groups (especially gays and 
lesbians) out of fear or jealousy or for political gain.

By now, Drake should have found his love. 

B.O.B.’s “Airplane” should have landed long ago. 

And for the love of Pete, “California Gurls” would 
have blossomed into women. 

But for some mysterious reason these hits still are 
holding strong in radio rotation and music charts, 
which each has ruled the entire summer. 

What, you may ask, is the secret of their staying 
power? 

Hold on, and RedEye won't just tell you—we'll show 
you. These danceable ditties, and others, contain a secret 


formula that gets them stuck in your cerebral cortex. 


Even those inside the music industry aren’t immune to the 
charms of the quintessential summer song, for instance, Usher’s 
“OMG.” 

“Oh my God,” gushed Nicole George, a spokeswoman for the 
American Society of Composers, Authors and Publishers, paral- 
leling the acronym in Usher’s electronica-laced ode to new love. 
“When you hear that, you just know it’s summer. It’s so much fun. 
It’s a song about just being in love.” 

WGCI radio personality Shawn Knight (real name: Richard 
Deal) also is an Usher fan, and says “OMG” embodies the main 
point of summer songs. 

“These songs make you feel good,” said Knight, whose show airs 
from noon to 2 p.m. weekdays along with Sunday Flashbacks from 
noon to 2 p.m. “If you go to a cookout anytime this summer, you 
know you are going to hear a song by at least one of these artists and 
it’s going to get it going.” 

So white hot is the summer song that Billboard charts it sepa- 
rately. (Currently, “California Gurls” is at the top.) 

Using these sticky songs, RedEye and a panel of audio experts, 
including a music industry executive, a radio personality and a DJ, 
found a formula that crossed musical genres.

CTA’s collision course 


Agency averages about 1 accident a day—but its record is improving

CTA buses have slammed into light poles, 
viaducts and bus shelters. Even a house 
took a direct hit, damaged so severely 
that it had to be demolished. 

The CTA bus fleet logged more than 
9.3 million runs last year, and not without 
a scratch. 

CTA buses have been involved in more 
collisions annually since 2008 than buses 
operated by the nine other largest pub- 
lic bus systems in the US., according to 
records compiled for the Tribune by the 
Federal Transit Administration. The acci- 
dent rate reflects a bus incident occurring 
almost every day on average. 

But the number of CTA bus runs be- 
tween collisions has increased in the past 
four years, indicating that drivers are log- 
ging more miles between accidents. On 


average, one crash occurred for every 
34,566 trips made last year, marking a 
9 percent improvement over 2008, CTA 
officials said. 

CTA management, while not satisfied 
that everything possible is being done to 
avoid accidents, attributes the improve- 
ment in the collision rate to a renewed fo- 
cus on defensive-driving techniques and 
the use of technology, including 18 bus 
simulators deployed at CTA garages. 

Drivers also must undergo recertifica- 
tion every two years, and bus operators 
are required to attend a retraining course 
if they are involved in accidents or receive 
tickets for moving violations. 

Despite the ramped-up efforts, the 
CTA has been stuck in the middle of the 
pack—placing fourth, fifth or sixth in 
federal collision-rate rankings since 2002 


compared with other large bus transit 
agencies. 

Last year, there were 271 “reportable 
collisions” involving CTA buses, accord- 
ing to records. But those only are the ac- 
cidents resulting in $25,000 or more in 
property damage or at least one individu- 
al taken to a hospital, which is the criteria 
set by the FTA. In 2008, CTA buses were 
involved in 303 reportable collisions. 

The CTA bus driver who crashed 
into the brick house in Morgan Park in 
November was cited by police for negli- 
gence. The driver lost control of the bus 
while making a left turn, authorities said. 

Four people on the bus were injured, 
and the house, which sustained severe 
structural damage, had to be demolished. 
Property damage totaled $200,000, offi- 
cials said.

Race crash kills eight 


G Authorities said eight people were 
killed and dozens injured when a 
driver racing in the California 200 desert 
race in Lucerne Valley, Calif., lost control 
of his off-roader, which went airborne and 
landed on top of spectators Saturday. 

“He got airborne and, when he landed, 
rolled over straight into the spectators,” 
said Officer Joaquin Zubieta of the Cali- 
fornia Highway Patrol, the agency inves- 
tigating the deadly crash. “People didn’t 
have much of a chance ... to get out of the 
way.” 

Six spectators died at the scene. Nine 
others were airlifted to local hospitals, 


two of whom died later in the evening, 
Zubieta said. 

No charges have been filed against the 
off-road racer, whose identity had not 
been released by authorities late Sunday.

sanctioned by Mojave Desert Racing and 
was part of a seven-race circuit. Off-road- 
ers race around the 50-mile-long loop four 
times and hit speeds topping 60 mph. 

The white truck that plowed into the 
crowd remained at the scene, upside down, 
into the early-morning hours as CHP in- 
vestigators crawled over the vehicle to 
search for any mechanical defects and to 
try to re-create the collision. 

Officers continued to interview wit- 
nesses, competitors and race officials well 
into the early-morning hours. Racing of- 
ficials declined to comment about the in- 
cident.

The fans are mostly young people who 
sometimes wear clown makeup and are re- 
ferred to as juggalos and juggalettes. 

Festival organizers did not immediately 
respond to CNN requests for a response.
